'P H E R E may be a good deal of com* 
* edy in a national convention, but 
back of the blare i.nd hullabaloo fre 
quently He some disappointment and 
shattered hopes for men whose life 
long aspiration tins been election to 
the highest office In the land. 
Such was the tragedy of Blaine, of 
Webster, of (’lay, of Bryan, men who 
repeatedly strove for the honor and 
lost. 
Some of our greatest statesmen nev 
er have risen to the highest exeou 
live position to which their talents 
and genius entitled them. 
Thus with 
the great triumvirate who dominated 
congressional politics for three dec 
ados prior to the Civil war—Webster, 
Clay and Calhoun. 
Every one of them was of Presi­ 
dential caliber, every one of them 
nurtured Presidential ambitions, but 
all of them, largely because of the 
positiveness and strength 
of 
their 
statesmanship, were thrust aside by 
their parties for lesser men whose 
chief merit wa1 that theii colorless 
politics find stirred no antagonism and 
made them more "available.” 
“I would rather tie right than be 
President,*’ Henry Clay Is reportei to 
have said. 
Nevertheless, he accepted 
repeated rejections by his party with 
utmost disappointment. 
In 1824 probably the votes of but 
a single state—Louisiana—prevented 
Clay from being President. 
No candi­ 
date in that year won a majority In 
the electoral college. 
The election, 
from among the three who stood high­ 
est in the electoral vote, had to he 
thrown Into the house of representa­ 
tives. 
There Clay was speaker and 
the most Influential and popular mem­ 
ber. 
Lack of only four electoral votes 
prevented him from being among the 
three Presidential candidates to be 
voted upon in the house. 
Though destined not to be Presi­ 
dent, he proved to be the President 
maker In that year.

statement about preferring rightness 
to election was made only a short 
time before t: >> Hi>t Whig national 
convention of iv .. <tt Harrisburg, Pa. 
But when that body, by shrewd ma­

vv fork politicians, 
poshed Clay aside and nominated the 
simple old hero of Tippecanoe, Gen­ 
eral Harrison, Clay’s rage was un­ 
bounded. 
But Clay was loyal to his [»arty to 
the e x t e n t of stumping for Harrison, 
though he declined a proffered place 
in the ‘ <»!d l>< ro's” cabinet, in order 
to be Independent of his po li ti cs. 
Four years later after Harrison had 
died 
and 
Whig policies 
had 
gone 
askew under the apostate regime of 
President Tyler, Clay was unanimous­ 
ly nominated by the Whigs In 1844 
at a most enthusiastic convention. But 
the election was to prove the melan­ 
choly truth of his plaint that he was 
permitted to run only in the years 
when defeat was sure. 
The victory of the Democrats with 
Polk, a dark horse candidate of medi­ 
ocre reputation and talents compared 
with Clay’s, stunned the Whigs. 
A 
national wall wont through the land. 
Clay’s 
Wisconsin 
biographer, 
Carl 
Schurz, writes: 
“Tears flowed in abundance from 
the eyes of men and women. 
In the 
cities and villages the business places 
were almost deserted for a day or 
two, 
people 
gathering 
together

groups to discuss in low tones what 
had happened. 
Neither did the vic­ 
torious Democrats indulge in the usu­ 
al demonstrations of triumph. 
There 
was a feeling as if a great wrong had 
been 
done.

that (he experiment of popular gov­ 
ernment had failed forever.” 
Clay shared these gloomy views, de­ 
claring ‘‘The late blow that has fnllen 
upon our country is very heavy” and 
bewailing that it would be a long time 
ere the people would “recover from 
the corrupting influence and effects of 
Jacksonlsm.” 
After this defeat Clay withdrew to 
his country estate, Ashland, where he 
received constant demonstrations of 
the affection of his party.

RAISERS* BUGABOO 


The bugaboo to'turkey raisin? 
is 
that dread disease Blackhead. 
Thej 
name itself is misleading, for it d >e*| 
not describe u symptom. 
In other 
words the head of the turkey 
does 
not necessarily turn dark or black. 
First we must get clearly in mind 
that there is no cure for Blackhead. 
That is a hard thing to say, but it 
is. true nevertheless. 
Someone bobs 
up every day with a new "cure” and 
we are glad so much interest is be­ 
ing manifested in the subject. 
The 
day will come perhaps when a real 
cure will be found. 
But right now 


we are interested in a far more valu­ 
able movement, that of 
preventing 
blackhead. 
For after all prevention 
is the best cure in the world. 
Blackhead is an infectious disease 
It is caused by a germ that affects 
the liver and the blind gut or caeca. 
If you have a microscope that 
will 
magnify several hundred times you 
may see that germ. 
But you don't 
need glasses even to see its effect, 
which is more important. 
Young turks are most susceptible 
although it affects the grown as well 
The germ enters with the food and is 
found in infected ground, where drop­ 
pings from birds that have had black­ 
head or droppings from chickens, con­ 
taminate the soil. 
The blackhead germ attacks 
the 
liver first and from the diseased tis­ 
sues of the liver these germs 
pass 
through the bile duct and into the in­ 
testines, from whence 
it 
completes 
its deadly circuit by 
returning 
to 
Mother Earth via the droppings. 
It takes 
from 
ten days to two 
w’eeks for the disease to show' itself 
after infection. 
The greatest source 
of 'danger of course is for the young 
turkeys to run with chickens or 
to 
be exposed to older birds from flocks 


that have had the disease, 
and 
on 
ground that has been contaminated 
That is about as close to turkey sui­ 
cide as you can come. 
But even on fresh ground, if the 
young birds are allowed to be with 
the older birds that are infected the 
danger may be 
almost 
as 
great. 
Young turkeys have ravenous appe­ 
tites. 
They pick at 
everything 
in 
sight. Fresh contaminated droppings 
contain the blackhead germ in its liv- 
est, most dangerous stage. 
To show you how 
insidious .the 
disease is, turkeys have been known 
to contract blackhead 
when 
placed 
with 
incubator 
chicks. - Infected 
ground that has been 
plowed 
and 
seeded has been known to carry the 
lurking danger. Hens are carriers of 
the parasite and 
when allowed to 
roam with turkeys may infect them 
Your boots will carry the germ from 
infected ground into the new, 
fresh 
yard. 
It is easy to spot the first appear­ 
ance of the disease in a flock if you 
are at all observant. 
When poults 
appear lazy and lag behind the rest 
of the flock, look out. They are not 
lazy at all, but ailing. As this weak­ 
ness grows they take on a droopy

in vermin eradicators” to be fed tc 
poultry, the poultry 
keeper 
might 
better invest a penny for 
a 
postal 
card, address it to the Office of In­ 
formation, United States Department 
of Agriculture, and request s copy of 
Technical Bulletin 60-T, 
Ineffective­ 
ness of Internal Medication of Poul­ 
try for the Control of External Par­ 
asites. 
The chances are, the Department of 
Agriculture believes, that after read­ 
ing this pamphlet, the 
poultryman 
will not want to spend any money 
for louse medicines, flea and 
mite 
medicines, or tick medicines to 
be 
given internally. 
In a long series 
of 
experiments 
with a long list of such 
medicines 
and with about 60 such 
proprietary 
preparations in powder, liquid, 
and 
tablet forms, the investigators of the 
Food Drug, and Insecticide Admini­ 
stration were unable to discover any 
conclusive evidence that these adver 
tised "vermin eradicatora" were o' 
any use whatever. On the contrary 
some of the chemicals 
injured 
the 
health of the fowls and, consequently 
made them even more open 
to at 
tack by parasites. 
As a result of the experiments re 
ported 
in 
this bulletin, the 
Food 
Drug, and 
Insecticide 
Administra 
tion forced a number of manufaetur 
ers to withdraw these nostrums from 
the market. 
Some are still sold lo 
rally, however, and others ars recom 
mended by rule-of-thumb advisers at 
effective. The prevailing idea is thai 
these substances given internally art 
taken up by the blood and then ex­ 
creted to the surface, either to poison 
the parasites or to drive them from 
the 
fowl. 
Unfortunately 
for

theory, the results are not as predict­ 
ed. 
Poultry require careful and effec­ 
tive treatment for control of vermin 
and theie are many excellent powd­ 
ers, disinfectants, sprays, and dips 
that are of great value.

HERE may be a good *K»hI of com­ 
edy In a national convent Ion, but 
back of the blare and hullabaloo fre 
quently lie some disappointment and 
shattered hopes for men whose life 
long aspiration has been election to 
the highest office In the land. 
Such was the tragedy of Blaine, of 
Webster, of Clay, of Bryan, men who 
repeatedly strove for the honor and 
lost. 
Some of our greatest statesmen nev­ 
er have risen to the highest execu­ 
tive position to which their talents 
and genius entitled them. Thus with 
the great triumvirate who dominated 
congressional politics for three dec 
ades prior to the Civil war—Webster, 
Clay and Calhoun. 
Every one of them was of Presi­ 
dential caliber, every one of them 
nurtured Presidential ambitions, but 
all of them, largely because of the 
positiveness and strength of their 
statesmanship, were thrust aside by 
their parties for lesser men whose 
chief merit war that theli colorless 
politics had stirred no antagonism and 
made them more "available.” 
"I would rather he right than be 
President," Henry Clay Is reports« to 
have said. Nevertheless, he accepted 
repeated rejections by his party with 
utmost disappointment. 
In 1824 probably the votes of but 
a single state—Louisiana—prevented 
Clay from being President No candi­ 
date In that year won a majority In 
the electoral college.

There Clay was speaker and 
the most Influential and popular mem­ 
ber. Lack of only four electoral votes 
prevented him frotn being am ong the 
three Presidential candidates to be 
voted upon In the house. 
Though destined not to be Presi­ 
dent, be proved to be the President* 
maker In tjmt year. 


Still further disappointments were 
in store for tin* Kentuckian. 
His 
statement about preferring rightness 
to election was made only a short 
time before the first Whig national 
convention of 1ST!» at Harrisburg, Pa. 
But when that body, by shrewd tna- 
neuverings of New York politicians, 
pushed Clay aside and nominated tha 
simple old hero of Tippecanoe, Gen­ 
eral Harrison. Clay’s rage was un­ 
bounded. 
But Clay was loyal to his party to 
the extent of stumping f°r Harrison* 
though he declined a proffered placa 
in the "old hero’s" cabinet, In order 
to be Independent of his politics. 
Four years later after Harrison had 
died and Whig policies had gone 
askew under the apostate regime of 
President Tyler, Clay was unanimous­ 
ly nominated by the Whigs In 1844 
at a most enthusiastic convention. But 
the election was to prove the melan­ 
choly truth of his plaint that he was 
permitted to run only In the years 
when defeat was sure. 
The victory of the Democrats with 
Polk, a dnrk horse candidate of medi­ 
ocre reputation ami talents compared 
with Clay’s, stunned the Whigs. 
A 
national wall went through the land. 
Clay’s 
Wisconsin 
biographer, Carl 
Schurz, writes: 
“Tears flowed In abundnnce from 
the eyes of men and women. 
In the 
cities and villages the business places 
were almost deserted for a day or 
two, people gathering together In 
groups to discuss in low tones what 


j had happened. 
Neither did the vic­ 
torious Democrats indulge In the usu­ 
al demonstrations of triumph. There 
was a feeling as If a great wrong had 
lieen done. . . . Many despaired 
of the republic, sincerely believing 
that the experiment of popular gov­ 
ernment hnd failed forever." 
Clay shared these gloomy views, de­ 
claring "The late blow that has fallen 
upon our country is very heavy” and 
bewailing that It would tie a long time 
ere the people would "recover from 
the corrupting Influence and effect* of 
Jacksonlsm.” 
After this defeat Clay withdrew to 
his country estate, Ashland, where he 
received constant demonstrations of 
the affection of his [»arty. 
1 
But another war hero was to block 
Ids path again. Hen. ’/.a»diary Taylor, 
u southern planter who never had vot­ 
ed In his life and had no political tal- 
ents, was nominated bj the Whig con- 


vent Ion of l8lS solely because of popu 
Inrlt.v he had won In the Mexican war. 
Clay’s own state. Kentucky, figured 
strongly In the movement for Taylor. 
Again Clay considered he had been 
betrayed by his friends. It was a bit­ 
ter disappointment to the old man, 
then In Ids seventy first year. 
The 
limit of Clay’s magnanimity and pa­ 
tience hnd been reached and he re­ 
fused to support tlds new "old hero” 
as he hnd supported General Harrison 
eight years earlier. 
President Taylor, like Harrison, died 
In office, and the Whigs suffered new 
reverses, with a Democratic defeat at 
the end of the term of Millard Fill- 
more, who as Taylor’« vice president, 
succeeded him. 
Clay, wracked by consumption and 
burdened by disappointment, lived to 
serve his party and Ids country by 
bringing forth one Inst great leglsla- \ 
live compromise In an effort to post 
pone civil wa. and save the Union
